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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Steve Cha on 10/31/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, at line 18: 

"a type of the temperature sensor 3 ', and has been changed to: 
— one of the NTC or PTC sensors — . 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 is believed to be allowable based on the fact that a temperature 
controller used in an optical communication device for conforming a current temperature 
comprising a temperature sensor having both a NTC and a PTC sensors found on a 
single printed circuit board, with the resistance pad configuration, wherein the first to 
fourth pads are selectively short-circuited with one another, depending on which sensor 
is used (i.e. NTC or PTC), to vary the polarity of the signals inputted to the differential 
amplifier, was not found to be taught in the prior art. 
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The prior art taught the separate usage of the NTC and PTC sensors in 
temperature controlling devices (see applicant submitted French document FR2288279, 
figs. 2, 3), but made no suggestion to combine them together with a way to switch 
between them to keep the same sign (+/-) on the differential amplifier output. 

Claims 2-4 are allowable as they depend directly from claim 1 . 

Claim 5 is allowable as it is the method describing the function of the device 
described in claim 1 , and contains the same limitations not found in the prior art.
